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FOUR HORSEMEN FOR THE U.S.A. 





The long weeks of hard competitive training work are over for our 
Olympic team. Four horsemen have been chosen for the jumping 
events and they are now in the midst of the current big show program 
starting at Harrisburg and culminating in Toronto, The fact that 
this group of amateurs performed brilliantly at Harrisburg, winning 
4 firsts including the international low score championship augurs 
well for their success at our National Show at Madison Square this 
week. It is further proof, if proof were needed, of the importance 
of having America represented fully in the peace time international 
athletic competition for all nations at Helsinki. 

This participation of our horsemen is impossible without the 
active, practical support of individual citizens with real foresight who 
are helping pay the expense of an American team. A country is only 
so good as its citizens make it appear to be. All of its rivers, its moun- 
tains, its forests and farm land, even its reported wealth are meaning- 
less without some proof from its people. Nations, like people, cannot 
be judged by, their external topography. An opinion of a nation’s 
sincerity of purpose goes deeper than that, for it is in the soul of a 
people wherein lies that nation’s secret purpose, its capacity for good, 
its will for evil: 

A country’s sincerity of purpose, its net worth to other nations 
must be guarded by what the people of that nation say and do, not 
only among themselves, but among the people of other nations. It 
would be indeed strange if this country were to announce to the world 
that in the only peacetime international competition, the Olympic 
Games, there were no funds available for a team of horsemen. Money 
for tanks and guns in abundance. Money to send troops all over the 
world, money for lethal bombs that can wipe out cities of women and 
children, but not one penny for peacetime cooperation. What a way 
to win a peaceful world! 

A recent traveler came back here from a visit to Germany, to 
Austria, to France. He went with many official credentials; but his 
time was spent among the plain people of these countries on the 
fringe of ‘the iron curtain. There he was met with a significant ap- 
praisal of America, not as a nation of peace, not as a nation bent on 
spreading peaceful democratic ideals, but a nation of war-makers. 
Any attempt to argue the point was met with a deprecating smile. 
‘The troops were all around, American tanks rumbled through the 
streets; American troop trains whistled and roared across the coun- 
tryside. To all intents and purposes, as these people saw it, America 
was bent on World War III. So often we fail to see ourselves as 
others see us; we live in a world of our own, blind to the impression 
our actions make upon others. Russia has a comparatively easy time 
in making us appear the aggressor. They have but to point to 
American equipment throughout the world; to American soldiers; 
to planes, airfields and all the millions of citizens who are in Europe 
to make and prepare for war. 

How can Americans eradicate this belief which now fills so many 
European hearts with fear? We cannot relax our efforts for pre- 
paredness, but we must not fail to take advantage of those little op- 
portunities; small in themselves, but often mightier than the sword 
to make friends of the people of other nations. Can we as Americans 
visualize the secret objectives of Turkey, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, 
Norway, Sweden, Poland? Of course not, but should a team of their 
horsemen invade our National Show arena and by their good per- 
formances, their good horsemanship, their sportsmanship, leave a 
favorable impression, suddenly those nations would take on a new 
significance. They would become, not just nations whose intentions 
were but vague words, half spoken, half imagined, but real people, 
friendly, purposeful, capable. . 

The performance of our American Horse Show team leaves little 
doubt of the natural ability of our handpicked amateur riders. Each 
is a worthy ambassador to send abroad to represent us among the 
people of other nations. This team may not win the Olympic games, 
but they will win far more than games by their presence there; far 
more than the weight of guns and tanks and planes. These 4 riders 
symbolize by their presence the ideals for which we stand. They 
stand for peace, fair play, good sportsmanship. As a nation we be- 
lieve in these principles. Will we support them at Helsinki?

Another Palmer Fan 


Dear Sir: 


May I congratulate Mr. Joe H. 
Palmer for his report of the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup Race! The opening 
seven and one half lines of his first 
paragraph are perfect. Throughout 
the past months’ investigations, yery 
few people, I am sure, have realised 
that horse racing is one sport in 
which the active participants can- 
not be accused of accepting illegal 
bribes. When a race is won by a 
horse which has been allowed by his 
jockey to’ move forward to a win- 
ning position, there can be no doubt 
as to its honesty. Human beings in 
ball games will not always draw cri- 
ticism for any action which may 


seem unnecessarily inopportune. If 
a jockey reins in and consequently 
loses a race, he may quite rightly he 
questioned as to the legitimacy of 
his actions by people who know from 
past observations what his horse can 
do. If a horse runs a good race un- 
der the reins held by a competent 
jockey, any questionable  perfor- 
mance can pe attributed only to the 
individuals controlling the betting 
odds. There is, we hope, no oppor- 
tunity for juggling a race when the 
State controls the petting; and since 
the ‘“‘little dears on hand” may con- 
tribute heavily through admission 
contributions toward the mainteg- 
ance of track facilities, why doesn’t 
someone submit a bill with reason- 
able chances for passage to the le- 
gislature to legalize all betting 
through pari-mutual systems? The 
recreation afforded by horse racing 
would inspire much healthier atti. 
tudes in paying audiences than those 
in watchers of ‘“‘fixed’’ fOotball, bas- 
ketball, or baseball games. A horse 
owner is in a position xo sose far 
more than the owner of a ball team. 
It is far more difficult to make a 
good horse lose than to persuade a 
good human player to enact a losing 
role, without, of course. detection.

Bryan G. Sets Track Record In Westchester,

Both of Jamacia’s stakes during 
the second week of the meeting 
there were very interesting, for en- 
tirely different reasons. In the 
East View Stakes the interest arose 
from the fact that the race was bit- 
terly and closely contested, and in 
the Westchester it came from the 
fact that Bryan G. did such a spec- 
tacular job of beating his field that 
it was hardly a contest. 

In the East View Mr. Turf made 
the early pace, drawing away out, 
with Jet’s Date second, and Tom 
Fool third. It wasn’t that Atkinson 
was rating the favorite, either; Tom 
Fool was just being outrun. But on 
the final turn the six starters came 
together, and at the top of the 
straight they were fanned out side 
by side, with hardly anything to 
choose among them. Mr. Turf, per- 
haps spent from his early efforts, 
dropped out first, and then Pot- 
pourri weakened a little, and the 
other four had it out right to the 
wire. Tom Fool got his head in 
front at the furlong-pole, then pull- 
ed a little farther out, but at the 
end was having every bit he could 
do to hold Put Out, and Risque Reigh 
was threatening both. 

Presumably Tom Fool was going 


‘ to be picked as the best of his divi- 


sion anyway, but now, having run 
avery game race at 1 1-16 miles, 
there isn’t any question of it, even 
if he should run badly in the Pim- 
lico Futurity, for which he is now 
being trained. He has won five of 
seven starts, finished second in the 
other two, and has earned $155,910. 
The Futurity was his richest race, 
haturally, but he’s won four stakes 
altogether. 

He did another thing, too. He put 
Greentree just a little over the $600, 
000 mark, and if Hall of Fame or 
One Hitter had been able to do any- 
thing at all in the Westchester 
Handicap, Greentree would have 
passed Calumet for leading money- 
Winning honors. They weren’t, but 
the day wasn’t absolutely barren, 
for Greentree’s Bimelech 2-year-old, 
Begorra, broke his maiden earlier on 
the Saturday card, and contributed 
$2,600 to the kitty, which accord- 
ing to my figures stands now at 
$602,842. The Calumet total is 
$605,380. 

Of course it would be possible for 
Greentree to gain the leadership in 
the waning days of the season, and 
then lose it again when the Calu- 
Mets start racing at Santa Anita 
just in the last week of the year. 
But Ben Jones left here complain- 
ing that he didn’t have much in the 
Stable that was ready to race. If 
Tom Fool can manage the Pimlico 
Futurity the leadership would be ex- 
tremely likely to stand. 

Tom Fool lost his first race, the 
Hopeful, on a wet track, and it was 
Tumored that he couldn’t handle 
mud. The track was sloppy for the 
East View, but he managed it well 
enough, though when Atkinson got 
down he remarked, “I’m still not 
convinced he’s a mudder.’’ Actually 
the Menow colt hasn’t run in mud. 
The track at Saratoga was “good,” 
Which is a long way from mud, and 
you simply can’t have actual mud 
at Jamaica because there’s so much 
8and in the track. If it rains at 
Pimlico he’ll have mud, though. 

I’m sure you know that Tom Fool 
Was bred by Duval Headley, and 
that he’s half-brother to Aunt Jinny. 


in two years Headley has bred five 
"horses on his farm in Kentueky and 
that three of them are stakes win- 
ners. 


Bryan G. put in a most startling 
performance in the Westchester. He 
went to the first turn two or three 
lengths in front, and then he made 
it six, and then he kept it there. 
His stamina has been suspect, and 
Ovie Scurlock rode him out, with 
the result that Bryan G. set a new 
track record of 1:49 1-5 for the 
mile and a furlong, cutting two- 
fifths of a second from the time set 
by Mad Play back in 1924. 

Three Rings chased him hardest 
at the beginning, and finished sixth; 
he seems to have lost his old dash. 
Hall of Fame ran a startlingly bad 
race, being third early and finish- 
ing last of eleven. Busanda was the 
early fourth, and was tenth. That 
gives you an idea how fatal it was 
to try to get to Bryan G. 

Of the others, County Delight ran 
creditably under his 124 pounds to 
be fourth, and Bed o’Roses came 
from away back to be third, going 
very well but much too late. 

Bryan G., which is by *Blenheim 
II out of the stakes mare Anthem- 
ion, was not much at two or three, 
though he won some races, but this 
year he’s been a rather good horse. 
He’s won two and a half stakes, get- 
ting a dead heat in the Questionnaire 
with Arise, winning the Aqueduct 
Handicap, and now the Westchester 
Altogether he’s won 11 of 37 starts, 
and $88,675. 

It was another frustration for Bed 
o’ Roses, which has raced in five 
stakes this year and has placed in 
all of them without winning one. 
In her three non-stakes starts she 
won twice, and ran a miserable race 
in the other because, so her stable 
thinks, the eye protectors she was 
wearing got dirt thrown on them so 
she couldn’t see. 

Most people thought she was go- 
ing to win the Maturity last winter 
if she hadn’t broken a bone in her 
foot in the stretch (she finished 
third as it was). Since she was bro- 
ught back to training she ran in 
three stakes, getting seconds in the 
Beldame and Ladies’, and the third 
in the Westchester. In fact, she 
has won only one stakes—last year’s 
Realization—since she was two, and 
has placed in eight. At that she’s 
won $313,375. 

Of the non-stakes, a supporting 
race on October 27 gave Mrs. Esther 
duPont Weir’s Royal Governor a 
chance to distinguish himself, and 
he did it. It was a 5 1-2 furlong 
race, and Royal Governor promptly 
got last, which is not a good idea 
at the distance. Then when he mov- 
ed up he had horses in front of 
him, and this is not a good idea 
either. But Eric Guerin steered 
him out and around the leaders, and 
Royal Governor came stoutly and 
won by a length and a half. 

Royal Governor, now seven, had 
won only one previous race this 
year, but that was a good one, the 
Stars and Stripes Handicap at Arl- 
ington Park. This latest victory 
though a minor one, pushed him 
past the $300,000 class, the exact 
figure being $300,535. He’s been 
out 85 times and won 23 races. Mrs. 
Weir paid $9,200 for him, at Mea- 
dow Brook, because when Royal 
Governor was a yearling we hadn’t 
gone back to Saratoga. 





Bowman Painting 
Given Deep Run 
By C. T. Chenery 


The breeder-owner of Hill Prince, 
C. T. Chenery gave the painting dis- 
played on the cover this week, by 
Jean Bowman to the Deep Run Hunt 
Club last Saturday. 

Hill Prince, bred at The Meadow 
Doswell, Virginia, now 4, by *Prince- 
quillo—Hildene, by Bubbling Over, 
was named best 3-year-old, best 3- 
year-old colt or gelding, and horse 
of the year, in 1950. Not since Reigh 
Count has Virginia bred a horse of 
the calibre of Hill Prince. 

This big bay, started out by win- 
ning a maiden event at Aqueduct 
by 7 lengths and from this effort 
went on to capture among other 
moneyed events, the Experimental 
Handicap No. 1, Cowdin, Wood Me- 
morial, Withers, Preakness Stakes, 
American Derby, Jerome and Sunset 
’Caps. 

When out at Santa Anita last win- 
ter, he ‘“‘got a minute fissure’ to 
quote from Joe Palmer, and was out 
of action until September 15, of 
this year. The event was an over- 
night handicap, and he finished third 
closing strongly at the finish. 

The New York Handicap was his 
first reappearance in a stakes race, 
since his injury, and he won easily 
by five lengths. Then in The Jockey 
Club Gold Cup, Hill Prince and 
Counterpoint, the 3-year-old Bel- 
mont winner, engaged in a two-horse 


duel, to give the customers one of 
the most thrilling finishes of the 
year. In the last strides Counter- 
point won by a head. A week later in 
the Gold Cup, Counterpoint was 
once again able to turn back the 
“Prince of Virginia’, but perhaps 
there is a day of reckoning on his 
come back trail which may still 
bring him to. the top in the handi- 
cap list. From most recent reports 
he is off to the ‘“‘Golden West’’ for 
winter racing. 

George Cole Scott, Master of Deep 
Run, accepted the painting from 
Mr. Chenery on behalf of the Deep 
Run Hunt Club. The club had asked 
for a photograph of Hill Prince, 
but Mr. Chenery felt a picture would 
not do the horse justice and com- 
missioned Mrs. Bowman to paint 
him for the hunt club of which he 
has been a member for many years 
and in whose hunting activities he 
has always been keenly interested.

Mares That Have Produced Stakes Winners On 
The Flat and Over Brush and Hurdles 





Karl Koontz 


Autumn is the time of year when 
the Thoroughbred breeder takes a 
short, and generally well earned, 
“siesta’’ from the horse business. 
Now darkness comes more swiftly 
and in the long evenings that stretch 
away into winter, he has time to 
sit back and look over some of those 
horse publications and books, which 
during busier days had been tossed, 
without a second glance, on the 
corner shelf by the fireplace. 

He settles himself confortably in 
a big chair, feet exposed to the 
warmth of the fire, and ponders 
over the theorys advanced, the sta- 
tistics reported, and the prospects 
for the coming year. 

Among the statistical records he 
sees that 306 mares produced hors- 
es that accounted for stakes in 1950. 
Out of that number, 46 of these 


‘dams in their racing days were 


stakes winners themselves; 152 
were winners; 60 were non-winners; 
while 48 of these mares were not 
raced at all. 

Glancing up from his pook, the 
breeder muses that it is not too uns 
usual when a mare produces a stakes 
winner; granted, it is duly noted. 
Still many a breeder passes through 
life without getting stake horse. 

Numerous “students of the pedi- 
gree’’ have felt the thrusts of the 
dagger of remorse, when they rid 
themselves of a mare, which up to 
that time had proved to their satis- 
faction, to be worthless. Then that 
animal turns up with a Cochise, or 
an Uncle Miltie. 

This dagger is not only the pos- 
session of the breeder, but also 
hangs over the head of the buyer. 
For when he pays top dollar for pedi- 
gree and looks but comes up with a 
“leaky roof’ special, he’s stabbed 
just as much as a breeder. 

When a mare produces more that 
one stakes winner, she is looked upon 
as a top producer and her produce 
are much sought after at the sales. 
Last year at the Keeneland Summer 
Sales, when a bay colt by *Priam II

derbilt was gambling on an unknown 
quantity, just as aM yearling buyers 
do, but My Auntie had previously 
produced The Doge and John’s Joy 
(both capable of earning their way in 
stakes company), and the winners 
Moretto, Amita, and Proud Reward. 
This bay colt, now known to the 
racing world as Cousin, is one of te 
top 2-year-olds of 1951. 

Boat, a daughter of Man o ‘War, 
had been represented in the stakes 
wars by Rampart, Noble Hero and 
Greek Ship, before the black colt by 
Teddy’s Comet was led into the spot- 
light, and before he was led out, C, 
F. White had given $25,000 for him, 
Hasty House Farm gave $14,600 for 
a bay filly by *Bernborough out of 
the *Sickle mare Black Lashes, 
Black Lashes has had Wisconsin 
Boy, Romanette, and Happy C, to 
the races, and they are either stakes 
winners or placed in same. High dol- 
lars go for stock out of proven pro- 
ducers. 

But the mare that too often gets 
too little credit, is the matron that 
has stakes winners on the flat and 
over brush or hurdles. Their num- 
ber is limited. Beyond a shadow or 
a doubt Be Like Mom _ (*Sickle— 
Black Helen, by Black Toney) is the 
standout in this division. She is the 
dam of But Why Not, the best 3- 
year-old filly of 1947 and best handi- 
cap filly or mare of the same year. 
Oedipus, the ‘“‘kid’’ prother of But 
Why Not, was elected best steeple- 
chaser of 1950 and from all indica- 
tions that honor is his again this 
year. Back in 1949 it was a toss up 
between this son of Blue Larkspur- 
Be Like Mom, and Trough Hill, with 
the Turf Writers leaning toward 
Oedipus and the Daily Racing Form 
picking the son of *Tourist II as the 
outstanding ’chaser of the year. Add- 
ed to this team, Be Like Mom has 
the Firenze Handicap witmner Re- 
new:'as an added source of honor. 

Sunglow, by Sun Again, winner 
of the Chesapeake Stakes, Saranac 
and Discovery ’Caps for Brookmeade, 
has a half-brother Lancastrian, by 
*Swift and Sure, which won the 
Pimlico Spring Maiden ’Chase. Both 
horses are out of Rosern, by Mad 
Hatter—*Rose Drop, by St. Frus- 
quin. 

Black Queen (Pompey—Black 
Maria, by Black Toney) makes this 
select group, with Adaptable by 
*Blenheim II,. stakes winner over 
brush (Grand National, Temple 
Gwathmey, Meadow Brook, Manly, 
etc.) and Perida, by Chance Shot, 
the Fashion Stakes winner. 

Halbarail, by Halcyon, beat stak- 
es company on the flat, while his 
elder half-brother Greek Flag, by 
American Flag, showed the way over 
brush to capture among other events 
the Cherry Malotte, thus gaining for 
their dam Baggage Trial (Bagenbag- 
gage—Golden Trial, by Frittergold) 
a permanent place in this sorority. 

The imported Never Again II 
(Pharos—Confidence, by *Ksar) has 
Shuffle, by Chance Shot, (Walter 
Connolly ’cap) and Qil Capitol, by 
*Mahmoud, on the flat, while Mon- 
key Wrench, by Eight Thirty took 
care of an added money event 
through the field. 

Imperator, by Roman, was a wil- 
ner of the Victoria Stakes and the 
Bahamas Handicap for his dam 
*Regina . II (Wallenstein—Regina 
Castra, by Ard Patrick), and Crown 
Royal, by *Half Crown, went to Roll- 
ing Rock to .win the International 
Gold Cup over brush. 

Reighzelle (Reigh Count—*Fri- 
zelle, by *Durbar II), is the dam of 
Blue yonder, by Ariel, and Surro- 
gate, by Wise Counsellor, winners on 
the smoothed ovals, then along came 
Rank, by, Count Gallahad, which 
went the ’chasing way and captured 
the Tom Roby. 

This is no complete listing by any 
means, although the ‘members of 
this clan’’ are limited. Still if one 
had the time and the available re- 
cords, it would prove most interest- 
ing to know the percent of mares 
that have produced stakes winners 
through the field and on the flat, in 
comparison to those that have only 
produced stakes winners on _ the 
tracks.

Unsiedicahies One Session Buyers Bid On 
Pedigree, the Next On Condition

When *Colonus (who is now own- 
ed by Mrs. John Payson Adams, 
and at stud in California) won the 
Melbourne Cup in 1942, a friend 
of mine was racing columnist for the 
Sydney Morning Herald. Directly 
the weights were published, some 
three months before the race, he 
proclaimed *Colonus to be a handi- 
cap certainty. Each day in his col- 
umn he plugged away at the horse, 
telling his readers that *Colonus 
was the bet of the century; he im- 
plied that he could afford to be rid- 
den by Joe Louis, left at the gate, 
fall down, and still win the most 
coveted race in Australia. There 
were no “ifs or buts’ about the 
matter, and the 100-1 that was then 
on offer was nothing short of steal- 
ing from the bookmakers. Three 
months later *Colonus, at odds of 
28-1, duly won the Melbourne Cup 
in a hack canter. The following day 
my colleague wrote his usual col- 
umn. He gave a complete and fac- 
tual description of the race and never 
once throughout mentioned, or even 
hinted that he had ever heard of 
the horse before. It was the great- 
est example of genuine modesty that 
I have ever seen. 

I only tell the story because I 
want you to understand that there 
is nothing like that about me. I am 
incapable of such Spartan feats of 
mental valor. When I am right 
‘which the go:4 Lord and my wife 
know is seldom enough) I like to 
swig and swill the very last dregs 
from the heady cup of successful 
Prediction. Last week, in this col- 
umn, I mentioned that the Keene- 
land Fall Yearling Sales wag likely 
to show a rise of around 20 percent 
Over last year. The actual figure 
turned out to be 21.1 percent. The 
hazard was also ventured that the 
*Alibhai-Busher filly from the Les- 
lie Combs consignment would top 
the sale. She did, being sold to L. 
B. Myer for $55,000, which is the 
second highest price ever paid for 
one of her sex at public auction in 
North America. 

Now, -vefo:e you star‘- to visualize 
me as something akin to a Babson 
of horsedom, let me tell you of a 
couple of points in which I was ab- 
solutely wrong. I forecasted that 
bad horses would be sold for more 
than they were worth. This was not 
the case, and bad horses brought 
very bad prices, which fact, I sincere- 
ly trust is the healthy sign that 
hormalcy has at last returned to 
the horse industry. I also said that 
the sales would have something ap- 
Proaching a record attendance. This 
was also in error. Apart from the 
Wednesday Evening Session, there 
Was always plenty of room to be 
found in the sales pavilion. 

Taken all in all, the ten sessions 
Were the most unusual type of auc- 





tion we have had for many years. 
The bidding was decidely erratic and 
it seemed impossible for.a norm 
to be established. Uusually, after 
one day of selling, you can tell how 
the market is going, and the aver- 
age per yearling on the first day 
does not vary much one way or the 
other from the final figure. This 
year it was completely unpredictable. 
One session the bidders would seem 
to be buying on pedigree, and the 
next on condition. Nothing seemed 
to establish the tempo of the sale. 
For instance, on the Thursday night 
the top price paid was $19,000 for 
the *Rico Monte—Buddy Kenney 
colt which Doctor Charles Hagyard 
bought on behalf of L. L. Haggin 
III. After that, the next highest 
dropped to the $8,500 that was paid 
for Duval Headley’s Polynesian— 
Sparta colt from the same consign- 
ment. Following this the price 
aagin skidded down to $6,500 that 
Johnny Clark received for his *Goya 
II—Hollyhock colt. The *Rico Monte 
was undoubtedly a stand-out, but 
I do not think that he stood out that 
far. Perhaps, “a better way of put- 
ting it is to say that some of the 
others ought to have brought more 
than they did. On more than one 
occasion buyers showed a tendency 
to look out of the window, and, al- 
though it is very much a long range 
prediction, I am prepared to assert 
that time will show that several top- 
bargains were obtained from this 
year’s Keeneland Fall Sales.

the sales especially to buy him and 
has got a fine yearling. Ira Dry- 
mon also sold .a Polynesian colt out 
of Aljagal to Morris -H. Dixon for 
$10,500, which had all the ear- 
marks of a bargain. In total, 73 
head were sold for $165,400, which 
showed an average of -$2,265 each. 
Tuesday evening was one of the 
only ‘steady’ sessions of the sale. 

Wednesday morning saw the aver- 
age drop severely to $975 for 55 
sold, but in the afternoon sale it 
picked up again to $2,571 each for 
the 68 head that were offered. Top 
price of the afternoon was the $12, 
200 that W. R. Beasley paid for the 
fine Challedon—Pennant Girl colt 
belonging to Dr. Horace N. Davis. 
All going well with this youngster 
you can be sure that time will show 
that he was worth every cent of it. 
Mr. Ralph C. Wilson Jr. paid $8, 
800 for a *Shannon II colt (named 
Court Shannon) that was consign- 
by Ned Brent, and has purchased a 
right fine stocky colt. I cannot say 
whether on not he is going to win 
races, but I can and do say he will 
never prove unsound. 

Wednesday evening brought the 
sale to a crescendo. This pavilion 
was. jam-packed and everyone got 
more than their fair share of excite- 
ment. 64 yearlings were sold for 
a total of $441,200 which skyrock- 
eted the average to $6,894 apiece. 
The Combs consignment fetched ex- 
actly $349,000, averaging $15,174 
for the 23. sold. The sixteenth 
yearling led into the ring was Hip 
No. 300, and as George Swinebroad, 
the auctioneer, said very quietly, 
“here she is, Ladies and Gentlemen 
—the *Alibhai-Busher filly’, 
the entire auction quieted suddenly 
and the unexpected hush was the 
same one you feel when the Ken- 
tucky Derby field is in the gate 
and waiting to go. The opening 
bid was one of $22,000 and in as 
many seconds as it takes your eyes 
to scan this print, it was at, $35, 
000. Then Louis B. Mayer said “$40, 
000", which bid was immediately 
countered by Mr. E. Constantin, Jr., 
with one of $50,000. It didn’t take 
much of George Swinebroad’s per- 
suasion to make Mr. Mayer say ‘$55, 
000’’, and there the bidding hung for 
the first and last time. George tried 
every trick he knew to make the 
Texan go on, but Mr. Constantin 
just smiled and shook his head. 
The auctioneer joked with him, he 
pleaded with him, he taunted him 
about losing the $60,000 yearling 
last July; he even tried to needle 
him about “the hot-stove Texas lea- 
gue’, but it was to no avail. The 
man from The Lone Star State just 
sat and gently shook his head. He 
had gone his limit and nothing 
could induce him to go any farther. 
Finally, George Swinebroad said 
“all right then, does any one else 
want to get into this rat race? If 
not, I’m going to sell her. Have you 
all done?’’ He waved his gavel with 
his famous flourish for the last time 
and then pounded it down with a 
resounding thwack, intoning ‘Sold 
to Mr. L. B. Mayer in the sum of 
fifty. five thousand dollars’. Then the 
crowd let loose with ‘“‘Oh’s and Ah’s”’ 
and someone started a round of ap- 
plause, but before it had time to get 
going the next yearling was in the 
ring and the *Alibhai-Busher filly 
had taken her first step on the road 
that would eventually lead her to 
sunny California. All the while the 
auction was on, Leslie Combs sat 
very still with just a small smile of 
satisfaction on his face, while right 
alongside him Mrs. Elizabeth Gra- 
ham (the breeder of the filly) main- 
tained a completely inscrutable 
countenance. The only way in which 
she betrayed any emotion whatever 
was in constantly twirling a large 
yellow dahlia that she held in her 
hand throughout the evening. Hip 
No. 300 had brought a record price 
for the Keeneland Fall Sale and 
once again history had been made. 

Second highest price of the even- 
ing was the $41,000 paid for Rose 
Jet’s full sister, Jet Pilot—Knots of 
Roses, she by War Admiral. This 
was purchased by young Pete Wide- 
ner (at least that is what is said 
on the sales slip) but I think that 
the first time she runs, she will be 
earrying different silks to Pete’s 
“red and white stripes with black 
cap.”’ We shall see. 
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If Mr. Constantin was the under- 
bidder to Mr. Mayer on Hip No, 300 
he reversed the running when it 


‘came to Hip No. 290. This wag the 


named filly Beau Jet, by Jet Pilot 
—Beaugay, she by Stimulus, which 
was knocked down to him for $3 
000. She is a well-nigh unfaultabig 
yearling and there are many better 
judges than I who avow her to be 
an even better prospect than the 

*Alibhai-Busher, at least of looks, 
Once again, we shall see what we 
shall see. The War Admiral—Blye 
Fantasy colt that I wrote on in re. 
view sold for $18,000 and was bou- 
ght by Mr. Ivor Balding, acting on 
behalf of C. V. Whitney. Frankly 
I expected this horse to bring more 
and his sale at that figure was just 
another instance of the general un- 
predictability present throughout the 
ten selling sessions. 

. Thursday morning, 58 yearlings 
were sold for an average of $843 
each and the least said about them 
the fewer bones broken. Thursday 
afternoon was decidedly better and 
up went the average to $1,701 
apiece. Top of the session wag the 
$8,500 paid to Dearborn Farm by 
W. Ziegler, Jr., for a brown colt by 
Hoop Jr—Torita, she by Toro. 
Thursday evening saw 70 youngsters 
find new barns for a total of $116, 
500, or an average of $1,664. That 
was when the *Rico Monte colt sold 
for $19,000, as already told you. 

Friday morning was given up to 
the Davis-Holeman trials which 
went off in fine style. The after- 
noon selling was uneventful, the top 
price being ‘the $8,300 paid by B. 
W. Landy for the Whirlaway—Still 

Blue fiily, that was consigned by 
Miss Mildred Woolwine’s White 
Oaks Farm. As Mr. Landy is eo- 
owner of Spur On, who is a full bro- 
ther to this filly, his interest is un- 
derstandable. Mr. Landy is a top 
executive of a big Chicago photo- 
engraving enterprise and also has 
multiple outside interests that run 
the gamut from oil wells, to Arling- 
ton Park. He has bought himself 
a nice filly which may turn out to 
be the last Whirlaway ever to be 
sold at public auction in America. 
Miss Woolwine also received the se- 
cond highest price on the final after- 
noon when her Sun Again—Bostoff 
colt sold to the Stemar Stable for 
$7,700. This fellow really looked 
the part, in fact, it was a matter 
of general comment that the White 
Oaks Farm yearlings were -among 
the best prepared, of the sale. 

After the last horse sold on Fri- 
day afternoon, a cocktail and dinner 
party was given in the club house 
by Del Holeman and Doug Davis. 
It was excellently arranged and 
when some three hours later the 
first of the partners’ consignment 
was led into the ring for the start 
of the evening sale, everyone wish- 
ed them the best of luck in their 
venture. They had done all that 
could be expected of them (and 
more) and the rest was in the lap 
of the Goddess of Luck. It is nice 
to report that she smiled and their 
49 broken-and-tried yearlings. sold 
for an average of $2,825 each as 
compared with $1,731 in 1950. The 
bay colt by Count Fleet—Risque 
consigned by High Hope Farm top- 
ped the final session when it was 
sold to Jimmy Smith for an even 
$8,000. You may be sure that there 
was many a winner among them. 

When the announcer finally call- 
ed the 646th yearling to be sold, 
many of us who had been present 
for the sessions were decidedly 

“horse happy’. I, for one, had 
looked at so many that I could only 


just tell a colt from a filly! It was” 


undoubtedly a fine sale. The 646 
youngsters brought a total of $1, 
504,500 which showed an average 
of $2,329 each, as against the $1, 
812 average of last year. Whenr- 
ever a good horse trod the tanbark 


there was always someone ready - 


and eager to buy it. There were 
only 4 resales throughout the four 
days, which shows that most people 
were more than satisfied with what 
they got. If there was a moral to 
be learned, it is to the effect that 
racing is fundamentally sound it 
America. Yearling sales are the 
barometer by which the future of 
the sport may be judged. Good hor- 
ses bring good prices and good 
prices in turn, lead many horses to 
that little circle where we may al 
have our picture taken and bask for 


a brief minute in the reflected glory 


of owning a winner. 
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Golden Magic Wins Medway Cup 


Sunnyside Manor Point-to-Point Shows 
Sporting People Behind Hunt Racing

Canada at last seems to have ar- 
rived in its effort to bring hunt rac- 
ing back to the enthusiasm this sport 
enjoyed previous to the middle 30’s. 


The Sunnyside Manor Point-to- 
Point Meeting on October 13 at 
Thornhill, Ontario was a great suc- 
cess. Larger entries could still be 
hoped for but that the sporting peo- 
ple are strongly behind hunt racing 
is most encouraging. Both the Hglin- 
ton Hunt and the Toronto and North 
York Hunt complied by moving the 
time for their fixture cards up to 
early morning. Hounds’ at both 
hunts met at 7 a. m. 

The success of the meeting was 
largely due to Jack Heintzman on 
whose father’s estate the races were 
held, and who, with Miss Gillian 
Watson and C. N. Smith, devoted 
much time to erecting the courses. 
Many people remarked on how well 
the fences were built; solid enough 
so a rap wouldn’t send the rails fly- 
ing and yet not so stiff as not to 
give if they were smashed. Also, 
these observations were made too 
early, for a horse broke its neck in 
the last race. This was very sad on 
many counts. No one likes to see a 
horse killed and it certainly marred 
an otherwise splendid day. Up to 
this point the revival here of hunt 
races through the last 3 years has 
had no unpleasant accidents—a 
strong thing in favour of encourag- 
ing participation and also the horse 
which came to this untimely end 
was one which has shown real pro- 
mise. We will never know just how 
good a horse Tom Gayford’s Fairy 
Field might have been. He won 3 
of his previous starts this year and 
finished 2nd in the Prince of Wales 
Cup the week before. 

The open race for the Medway Cup 
was the last on the program. It look- 
ed on the card to be an excellent race 
if only with 4 horses. Fairy Field 
was most favoured but Mrs. Flor- 
ence Wilson’s Golden Magic, winner 
of the Prince of Wales last year; 
this year’s winner Steven L, coupled 
with L. J. McGuinness’ good Half- 
bred Haphazard, meant that any 
had a good chance to win. Steven L 
was scratched at the last minute as 
Mr. McGuinness didn’t get there in 
time to ride. This happened to be 


the day that Princess Elizabeth was 
in Toronto and as aide de camp to 
the Lt.-Governor, Mr. McGuinness 
didn’t get away in time from the 
ceremonies of entertaining royalty. 


Jack MacNamara and Haphazard 
fell at the 3rd, leaving Golden Magic 
and Fairy Field to battle it out as 
they were doing at a fast pace. Fairy 
Field ran wide around the flag mark- 
ing the turn about half way. Gordon 
Cummings did his best to straighten 
the horse for the next fence, the 
9th. He just managed to avoid the 
block wire fence at a right angle to 
the jump and as the horse dived side- 
ways at the pest and rail, he hook- 
ed onto the post in the center and 
in falling broke his neck and died in- 
stantly. Young Cummings is a close 
friend of Tom Gayford who was not 
riding as he had been committed to 
ride on the Canadian International 
Jumping Team. Brian Herbinson on 
Golden Magic had just preceded 
Fairy Field over the fence and so 
went on to win alone. 


The other races provided a nice 
ecard, conditions giving just about 
every type horse a chance. Six were 
saddled for the Sunnyside Manor 
wp but B. G. Smith broke a stirrup 
on Temptation and the mare was ex- 
cused. Jack MacNamara on Sam 
Stanley’s Elmer’s Chance proved an 
easy winner from flag to wire. Top 
weight of 184 lbs. didn’t detain him. 
Mrs. Carol Pearson, first lady of 
Canadian Hunt Races, finished 2nd 
on her good grey Half-bred Silver 
Slipper. Eddie Cooper turned up 
with a dark horse, Kay’s Surprise, 
which looked likely but moved a bit 
short to finish 3rd. 

The Kovan Plate for heavyweights 
is a welcome race for hunting men 
who tip the scales high. In this the 
real hunting Half-breds get their 
chance. All but the winner carried 
overweights, as much as 20 lbs. 

Don McCelland’s Chris—t wice 
winner of this race—was assigned 
top weight of 183 lbs. The others 
should have carried 177 lbs. but 
weighed in at figures up to 197. 
Irving Stone’s Lordale was disquali- 
fied for cutting a flag and even 
without the ground so saved, was 
the best horse as he crossed the fin- 
ish a safe distance ahead of Chris 


and Bill Pearson’s Tide. Pearson 
and McClelland knew of Stone’s 
error, however, and discounting him, 
rode feverishly to win, with Chris 
getting the decision by a nose. A. P. 
Murdock on Hot Shot came in for 
3rd. 

Mrs. Pearson rated King’s Lass 
nicely to win the lady’s race with 
plenty left. Mrs. Valentine came up 
with rather a surprise by turning in 
a bang up race with Firewood, only 
to faulter in the last few strides. 
Miss G. Watson finished 3rd on Jack 
Heintzman’s Upright. Miss Jill 
Genge, riding her first race on Bell- 
mawr, was unseated when the good 
little horse made a bad bobble at 
the 3rd.

This is a story about the Fair- 
field County Hunt, but more than 
that, it is a story of what one hunt 
is doing about its juniors. The 
Fairfield is operating on the very 
sound premise that the entire fut- 
ure of hunting, as well as all other 
horse activities, is dependent on the 
interest and enthusiasm of the 
younger generation, and they are 
doing something very definite about 
it. 

To begin with, they are hunting 
two entirely separate and distinct 
packs of hounds, from two different 
kennels and in different parts of 
their country. The pack which is 
maintained at their clubhouse, at 
Westport, Connecticut, is used ex- 
clusively for drag hunting. Hounds

meet on Tuesdays and one other 
day of the week in the territory 
which has long been the home coun- 
try. Foxhounds are kenneled at New 
town, Conn. and hunt on Thursdays 
and Saturdays. - Both packs are un- 
der the direction of the Joint-Mas- 
ters, Chester LaRoche and Miss Jean 
Cochrane. 


It is the Junior Hunt Club that 
makes the plan tick. Starting with 
the younger children, who are given 
instruction in the ring, both in rid- 
ing and jumping, they are soon 
graduated to the drag where the 
various problems they meet can be 
earefully controlled. Drag Course 
jumps are kept around 3’-0” until 
the children themselves ask to have 
them raised; lines are laid to simu- 
late the run of a fox and a proce- 
dure as similar to foxhunting as 
possible is carefully followed.

members of the hunt also ride on 
‘the drags but the efforts of all are 
largely towards using it as a school- 
ing ground for the juniors. Occas- 
ionally drag hounds run into a 
live fox and unexpected, additional 
excitement is added to the chase. 
As a result of this training most of 
the 11 and 12 year-olds are suffic- 
iently experienced to encounter the 
more uncertain hazards of live hunt- 
ing, and are allowed to join the Field 
following foxhounds at Newtown. 

The Newtown country is north of 
the Merritt Parkway, which cuts 
the old country in two. It consists 
mostly of dairy farms and is some- 
what similar to the Millbrook and 
Rombout country. It is approximate-- 
ly 15 miles from the Club, where 
most of the horses are stabled, but 
an arrangement has been made 
with the owner of four large vans 
to make the round trip for $5.00 
per head, which makes the new coun- 
try easily accessible. John Hughes, 
formerly huntsman for Goldens 
Bridge, has carried the horn for 
these foxhounds since 1940. The 
pack consists of 15 couple of Ameri- 
can hounds. Foxes are plentiful in 
the area and the farmers have been 
exceedingly cordial and coopera- 
tive. The hunt, in turn, reciprocates 
with tickets to the Danbury Fair, 
turkeys at Christmas and other tang- 
ible evidences of their appreciation. 
Panels have been installed at im- 
portant points and there are many 
stone walls and some rail fences. 

Once the children have graduated 
to foxhounds and have proved that 
they are able to take care of them- 
selves, they are given the additional 
pleasure of hunting with neighbor- 
ing packs, and others, in the State. 
Last season a number of the 12 year- 
old group joined other members of 
the hunt for days with Fred Bonte- 
cou’s Millbrook, Homer Gray’s Rom- 
bout, the Haight’s Litchfield and 
John Howland’s Fairfield and West- 
chester. The Millbrook day was 
particularly strenuous. 
two long runs over stiff fences which 
were a test of even the best cross- 
country riders, but the Fairfield 
County children took the whole thing 
in their stride and were eager for 
more. 

Some of the horses are maintain- 
ed at private stables but the maj- 
ority are kept in the boarding 
stable operated by the Club. There 
are also a number of rental horses 
available for those who do not wish 
to maintain their own. 


In addition to the special interest 
taken in children, Fairfield County

has made a particular effort to en- 
courage students from Yale Univer. 
sity to join in their sport. Severaj 
years ago the Yale University branch 
of the Fairfield County Hunt wag 
established. A pool of hats, coats, 
boots, etc., was created and a joint 
membership was given to the Yale 
men which allowed two of them to 
hunt every week. The chief prob- 
lem, of course, is horses, as the re- 
gular members naturally have first 
call on the club rentals. 

Besides hunting, the juniors are 
given every opportunity to show and 
have frequently come off with top 
honors against tough competition. 
This year they are sending one or 
two junior teams to the Garden ag 
well as senior teams. The Fairfield 
County Hunt is fortunate in having 
a very sound Club established in 
back of it While the management 
of the Hunt is indepentent of the 
board of governors of the Club, the 
Hunt itself is so organized, and pro- 
visions have been written into its 
by-laws, that make it possible for 
the board of governors of the Club 
to influence the choice of Masters, 
if and when that becomes necessary, 
They have also put the right to the 
country in the name of the Club it- 
self. Because of the Club establish- 
ment they are able to get a good 
deal of direct and subsidiary help 
that makes it possible for the Hunt 
to provide four days of hunting a 
week, keep its two packs, two hunts- 
men and whips and to do so at re- 
latively modest subscription fees and 
without putting a great burden on 
any one group or individual. It is in- 
teresting to note here what these 
charges are: Subscription—Drag; 
Juniors—Junior Season $75; Un- 
limited $125. Seniors—Single Sub- 
scription $125; Family $175. Fox- 
hunting (Newtown) Single Subscrip- 
tion $275; Family $375 includes 
Drag Season. Cz i 
Juniors $5; three allowed. 
tion by Masters. 

The Hunt provides a goal and 
mecca for the young juniors to 
reach. -At the same time, the 3-day 
senior show and the 2-day junior 
show provide a stimulation, chal- 
lenge and test for the entire area, 
as both shows are modestly profit- 
able, the Club is provided with in- 
come to carry on its activities of 
providing a meeting place for social 
events and for lunches, dinners and 
hunt breakfasts. The Club has also 
been able to build three tennis 
courts and two paddle tennis courts 
to diversify. the interest of the 
young people. During the summer 
the Club has organized the use of 
its facilities by providing what 
amounts to a summer camp. Twenty- 
five children are supervised by two 
students from Connecticut Univer- 
sity, both of them trained in child 
care and direction. The children 
are divided into groups and take 
part in nature studies, swimming, 
tennis instruction, handicrafts and, 
almost without exception, riding. 

The new Joint-Master, Miss Jean 
Cochrane, is a product of the so- 
called “farm system.’’ She learned 
to ride and show in the Junior Hunt 
and is now the possesor of a notable 
stable of hunters which are shown 
all over the east. While she has a 
great interest in showing, she is 
essentially a fox hunting woman 
with a keen interest in the sport and 
the work of hounds. 

Chester LaRoche, the other Joint- 
Master, very modestly insists that

Marylander Tells 
Of Sport Enjoyed’ 
With Drag Packs 


Elizabeth McSherry 

Leaving Maryland last spring was 
like leaving my last friend. I was 
born on this ‘‘stern and rockbound 
coast’, but most of my life has been 
spent in fox-hunting country, so I 
took a dim view of the prospects 
here. 

You may be glad to learn that it’s 
not bad at all! Drag hunting is 
great fun, and true lovers of horses 
seem to be kind and jolly folk where- 
ever found. 

We’ve been drag hunting with 
Norfolk, and with Myopia. Great 
sport, and great sportsmen and 
women! Norfolk is nearer so we 
went there first. It seemed to find 
grooms and strappers waiting at the 
checks to scrape the lather off the 
horses, and kennelmen on hand with 
tidbits for the hounds. Then off 
again! Whilst galloping fuil tilt 
across a green field my iron broke 
at the ‘“‘eye”’ through which the lea- 
ther passes. A gallant gentleman of 
over seventy was off his horse in 
a trice, handing me his own stirrup, 
with assurances that he was about 
to go home anyhow. 

At Myopia there are wide, rolling 
fields. and much open country, com- 
parable to the territory farther 
South. We flew over stone walls 
and a few panels, then a deer jump- 
ed a fence to our right. There were 
a few tense moments, but hounds 
proved to be well disciplined, and 
continued on after the drag. Fred- 
erick Ayer rode alongside and told 
me we were about to go over “the 
old steeplechase course’. I was 
mounted on the gentle old mare 
who has taught my children to ride, 
and the idea of her doing a steeple-

Is it. news when a fox runs into 
a hound? It did happen on this 6:00 
A. M. cub hunt of a cloudy humid 
morning. 

Joint-M. F. H. Mohlman cast 13 
1-2 couples near the Pump House on 
Salt Creek where fox had run to 
ground on previous cub. hunts. 
Hounds soon found and raii@a fairly 
strong line southwesterly along the 
creek through the woods to Oak 
Brook Read, where they lost at the 
black-top. The pack was lifted across 
the road and again cast near the 





chase course startled me. However 
she seemed to enjoy it as much as 
anyone, and was right on top at the 
finish. 

There are many extensive estates 
still surviving taxation in both the 
Norfolk and Myopia countries. One 
we rode through today has been in 
the same family since the original 
land grant from King George III. 
It has well-manicured trails through 
the woods, similar to the forest 
trails of France and Germany, where 
ten or a dozen horses can go abreast. 
Each gate has a name painted on it, 
which is a handy idea for identifica- 
tion. 

Riding beside me today was a 
Titian-haired spinster who has en- 
joyed over seventy years of vigorous 
living. Her groom also hunted with 
us, and after forty years in her ser- 
ice he looks good for forty~more. 
Perhaps it’s the climate—if you can 
stand it at all it makes you practical- 
lv indestructable!

creek. Almost immediately hounds 
were off with a great cry southeast- 
erly through a swamp and up the 
densely wooded hill, then made a 
mile right-handed circle back to the 
creek, and were again at a loss. 
The eager work of all hounds in the 
water, swimming from bank to bank 
in an effort to find again, was mar- 
velous and was watched with keen 
interest by the whole Field. 

Hon. whipper-in Norval Ander- 
son had gone through a ride and was 
Stationed at the end of a high-arch- 
ed foot bridge south of Joint-M. F. 
H. Paul Butler’s Old Oak Brook 
Farm. All had been quiet for a 
few minutes when Ranger and 
Roamer, a couple of pups, came out 
of the woods and were half-way 
over the bridge when they respond- 
ed to Mr. Anderson’s soft call, came 
a little way back, and stood motion- 
less blocking the narrow bridge. At 
that moment, a big red fox streak- 
ed out of the woods along a path, 
passed about 12 feed in front of 
Mr. Anderson’s horse, up the bridge, 
and, while still looking back at the 
Whipper-in, collided squarely with 
Ranger. The fox bounced back, 
leaped the bridge rail, plummented 
about 20 feet down to he edge of 
the water. and disappeared in the 
brush. The pups were too surprised 
to let out a single yelp or to grab 
for the fox. While trying to get the 
pups onto the line, Trumpet and Ro- 
man came out of the woods. They 
were shown where the fox had land- 
ed, immediately gave tongue, went 
crashing through the brush about 
200 yards, and lost at the water's 
edge. 

The Master did not hear Ander- 
son’s “View Halloo’’ because, in the 
meantime, Whipper-in Henry Helge- 
sen viewed a fox going north out 
of the woods across Oak Brook 
Road. This was a large.red fox

The Cheshire country 
is a large one, there are often 20 
couple hunting, with large fields. 
Mrs. Hannum is certainly to be com- 
mended for doing a man’s job in a 
big way.

GOOD PERFORMANCE : 
Before my wife and I were bless- 
ed with our two boys we collected 
eats. There was no particular reason 
that it should have been cats, other 
than that the lease of our apart- 
ment forbade any pets larger or 
more noisy than a goldfish.

HUNTING 





Fox and Foxhound Through Centuries 





One of Oldest Activities Known To Man; 
English Hounds Hunted In 9th Century 





George Orton 


(Editor’s Note: The Chronicle is 
much indebted to George Orton for 
taking time from his book on the 
history of Rose Tree to give our 
readers some of his thoughts on ear- 
ly foxhunting. Mr. Orton. hopes to 
have this history of the United 
States’ oldest hunting club, complet- 
ed this year.) 

“Allah reckons not in the life 
of a man, the time spent in the 
Chase.””’ An ancient Arab say- 

ing. 

Hunting is one of the oldest ac- 
tivities know to man. It antedates, 
no doubt, the stone age. In the re- 
cent excavations in Iran which push 
back the earliest evidence of man 
some three thousand years to 6000 
B. C., in the royal tombs they have 
uncovered on the walls, scenes pic- 
turing the hunt. The same is found 
in the Egyptian tombs, some of 
which are 3000 years old. It can 
probably be said with truth that 
hunting is as old as man. 

Hunting with hounds is first re- 
corded in the time of Alfred the 
Great about 880 A. D. He was said 
to be “A most expert and active 
hunter and excelled in all the 
branches of that noble art, to which 
he applied himself with incessant 
labor and amazing success.”” The 
majority of modern fox hunters will 
be surprised to learn that centuries 
elapsed before hunting the fox came 
into its own. In the time of the 
early Anglo-Saxons and the Vikings, 
the fox was classed as vermin. The 
coming of the Normans to England 
in 1066 brought hunting to England 
as a sport though it was also an im- 
portant means of stocking the lar- 
der. England was a well forested 
country at that time and the woods 
teemed with game. The stag, the 
hart, the buck and the wild boar 
were hunted by the nobles and weal- 
thy land owners but no mention is 
made of hunting the fox as it was 
still classed as vermin. Chaucer who 
lived from 1340 to 1400 writes of 
the fox as an animal to be killed by 
varlets, serving maids etc. as shown 
by the following, excerpt from his 
Canterbury Tales: 

“Aha, the fox and after him 

they ran, 

And eke with staves, many ano- 

ther man, 

Ran Coll, our dogge and Talbot 

and Gerland 

And Malkin with her distaff in 

her hand.” 

Both the English and the Nor- 
mans had hounds. These were large, 
heavy dogs of a dark brown or tan 
color. In hunting the hare, they 
, used the hound on leash to get the 
hare up and then unleashed the fast- 
er greyhounds to chase the hare. 

It was not until the time of the 
Tudors, that the fox began to gain 
recognition. By this time, many 
thousands of acres of woodland had 
been cut down to make way for the 
ever increasing population. This 


deforestation resulted in a great 
decrease in the number of buck, 
wild boars, stags and hares and the 
fox came more and more in favor. 
They still hunt all of the above ani- 
mals in the British isles with the 
exception of the wild boar. Accord- 
ing to the New York Times in an 
1840 edition, the last wild boar 
hunt in England was staged on the 
estate of the famous Duke of Well- 
ington in 1839. 

William Scarth Dixon writing in 
the London Sportsman in 1909, 
says that the earliest mention of fox 
hunting was a license in 1334 given 
to a Sir Adam de Everingham of the 
Holderness country to hunt foxes 
on the Crown Lands, but Mr. Dix- 
on believes that these foxes were 
hunted, not with hounds but into 
nets with beaters etc. as in a modern 
Tiger hunt in India. It also seems 
likely that the Normans also hunted 
foxes in this way. 

We learn from Edward, Duke of 
York, 1945, in his book on venerie 
that the best color for hunting 
hounds is brown tan. 

By Elizabeth’s reign, fox hunting 
was widely practised and popular. 
George Turbeville in 1575 speaks 
of having good sport with the ‘‘ver- 
min’’, meaning the fox. Shakespeare, 
who lived from 1564 to 1616 evi- 
dently knew of the swiftly increas- 


_ing popularity of fox hunting. In 


his Midsummer 
wrote, 

“We will, fair queen, up to the 

mountain’s top 

And mark the musical confusion 

Of hounds and echo in conjunc- 

tion. 

Never did I hear 

Such gallant childing; 

sides the groves, 

The skies, the fountains, every 

region near 

Seemed all one mutual cry. I 

never hear, 

So musical a discord, such sweet 

thunder.”’ 

Milton who lived from 1608 to 
1674 was also evidently aware of 
the great popularity of fox hunting 
which had become the great English 
sport by the time of his death. He 
wrote a hunting poem which is a 
real gem. It runs as follows and is 
recognized as one of the finest 
poems in the English language. 

A HUNT’S UP 

Hark! the lark begins his flight, 

And, singing startles the dull 

light, 

From his watch tower in the 
skies. 

Now, the dappled sun doth rise; 

Still, he comes, in spite of sor- 

row, 

And, at my window, bids good- 

morrow. . 
Through the sweetbriar or the 
vine 
Or the twisted eglantine, 

Listen, how the hounds and 

horn, 


Night’s Dream, he 
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Cheerily rouse the slumbering 

morn,

Thus, by the beginning of 
18th century, we find that fox hunt- 
ing has become England’s favorite 
sport. The English hound was still 
the rather large dog of a brownish 
tan color but he was lacking in 
speed. Fox hunting was also prac- 
tised in Wales, Scotland, Ireland 
and in several European countries, 
especially France. Scotland had de- 
veloped a smaller, swifter, north- 
ern hound. Markham who wrote in 
1634, states that these northern 
hounds were undoubtedly the foun- 
dation of the modern hound. ' He 
notes that these hounds have every 
quality desired except voice. 


With the advent of hunting the 
fox alone and training hounds only 
to follow the scent of the fox, the 
sports soon assumed scientific im- 
portance. Mr. Hugo Meynell, Mas- 
ter of the Quorn about 1753 is gen- 
erally given credit as the First Mas- 
ter to introduce scientific breeding 
and managment into the sport.

In the meantime from the begin- 
ning of the 17th century, British 
and occasionally French settlers 
were coming to America, bringing 
hounds and in some cases foxes, so 
they could engage in their favorite 
sport. These English and French 
hounds were the basis of the Amer- 
ican hound. The latter was very 
soon developed, as early in the 18th
